His lordship) found the 
prisoner guilty and. in sentencing him 
exploined the enormity of the offence 
he had committed. Itt was one for 
which a life sentence in penitentiary 
could be given. Im ‘view of it’ being a 
first offence and, as it appeared ‘to 
have been done in the heat, of passion 
rather than asa premeditated crime 
he would impose only one month at 
Fort Saskatchewan.

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TOWN COUNCI!. 

"The “standing room only” sign might 
have been appropriately hung on the 
entrarce door of the council chamber 
at the meeting on Wednesdey night. 
The attendance of electors of the muni- 
cipality was the largest that has ever 
honored any ordinary meeting ot the 
city fathers. The attraction was two- 
fold; first to hear the muchb-talked!of 
report of the yolice committe@ who 
had been rnvestigating the charges 
agaimst the chief, aud secondly to hear 
the orations which were, on the pro- 
gramime {o be delivered by aggrieved 
partis anent the manner. of en- 
forcement of the ‘own pound by-law. 
An tnvita‘ion bad been posted) up on 
Ross Brox corner throughout the day 
inviting a!! owners of bovines to be 
present at the counc'l chamber that 
might, and the invitation, bad been ac- 
cepted. 

The usuat route work, wad first 
disposed of, the full council being pres- 
ent, with the exception ai Coun. Lee. 
The minutes of the last two minutes, 
both regular ang special were 
read and approved, after which? the 
different communications were taken 
up. " 

The town pound 4y-Jaw was the first 
to come up. Riybt. Vunce's.team of 
horses were driveal from without the 
town I'mnits *o the pound and impound- 
ed. ‘hey were kept without tuod or 
water from 106 o’iock at mght until 
the next eveping. All this Mr. Vance 
alleges and* through his solicitors, 
Messrs. Bown & Rubertson, demanded 
a return of the fees which he' had paid 
ibefove the anima‘s would be released. 
This comptaint and. demand was re- 
terred to license aad‘police cor mittee, 

Latia & Engis asked for permission 
io tuild a crossing into their black- 
smith shop on Fraser avenue and ont 
their lots. This was relarred to asa 
ot works. r 

P, eimiuex ws surprised to notice 
that the cheque which tha town' had 
paid Mrs. Heimnick in full of deal for 
market site was not for the fuli 
amount due. “The amount,” he wrote, 
“1s as iff tha cheque had been made 
fhefore the 30th’ June ard not after.” 
The 30th of June was when the coun- 
cil’s option to purchase the site expir- 
ed. After that date the price would 
advance. It appeared that the town 
had notified Mr. Heiminck in the jat- 
ter part of June that they; would buy 
the property and cheque would issue 
on receipt of transfer. Mr. Heiminck 
having asked for some slight altera- 
tions in arrangements the daat was 
not conciuded until about the 12th 
July, It was considered tha% any de- 
lay had beer at Heiminck’s request, 
and he was written to and informed 
that the counct{ was not aware of any 
shoriage in the matter. ; 

Willis Chipman, ©. E., is the engineer 
the town has engaged to make pre- 
luminary surveys for a waterworks 

system. He wrote that he would 
leave for Edmonton about August 1st, 

H. F. Morel owng a lot, fn the block 
which the town is acquiring as a 
market stte. He vwrote. that he was 
about to makd@d permanent improve- 
ments on the property unless the town 
Suys. He would take $800 and: remove 
all buildings. Coun. Morris) moved 
that he be offered $550 and. informed 
that if he did not wish to take it steps 
would bh» tuken to exypropriate the 
ipnoperty. This motion was lost for 
a seconder and it was agreed to refer 
the case to the ball and market com- 
mittee. 

Another commuaication from H. F. 
Morel asked that; 8th etreet, H. B. 
reserve be brushed out as he was about 
to erect a dwelling thereon and had no 
egress from Jasper avenue. This was 
referred fo toward of works. 

Quaranttse officer, Dr. Jas. A. Pat- 
terson, Regn, acknowledged receipt 
of the town’s) account im connection 
with the iate epidemic, and stated he 
had approved and forwarded them tio 
Ottawa. 

W. R. Richardson, local manager for 
G. F. & J. Galt, wrote informing, the 
council of tha flooding: of his firm’s 
cellar and thef ensuing: damagei to 
goods stored there, tor which the town 
would be he'd responsible. The secre- 
tary was instructed: tp reply as in 
the cases of Stovel and Astley, name- 
ly, that the t@wn tid not recognize any 
liability. . 

For P. M. Barker, Bown & Ridbert- 
Son wrote demanding from the town 
compensation tor injuries received by 
their client from having slipped on 
an ice covered side-walk near the Bap- 
tist church in) February. last. The 
license and police committee will look 
into it, conler| with *he solicitor and 
report. 

Bown & Robertson, for their clients, 
Messrs. McDougatl, Secord and Lines, 
asked for an answer to their clients’ 


proposition for thq establishment of 


a waterworks system here. Their 
clients, they said, held an option on 
the land where the power house would 
be, and .as the option expired very 


shortly it would be nevessary for them 
to know the town’s rntertions at once. 
They were informed of the expected 
early advent) of the town’s consulting 
engineer. 

Under headingr of petitions: 

The resid~nis of Fourth street’ peti- 
tioned to have the street to the width 
of 40 feet cleared of trees and brush 
and made passible for foot path. This 
is the extension) of the street over 
the brow, of the hill, between, H. H. 
Rpbertson’s house and the old school. 
Coun. Morris did not approve of doing 
work of this: nature at, the town’s ex- 
pense. The board of works had only 
three or four \hunired dollars and 
there was more werk tban they could 
do. He also opposed the: idea on prin- 
ciple. He would be if favor, of it if 
grading were alsg asked for to be 
paid by frontage tax. The request 
was referred to board of works for 
disposal. : : ‘ 

Residents of Fifth street, MH. B. re- 
serve, petitioned that ditches be con- 
stracted to carry off the water which 
jay in and around that street; the wat- 
er, being stagnant, isa menace to the 
health of the community. This also 
was referred to board of works. 

The residents of Second street north, 
H. B. R.,; asked that, thai street be 
cleared of trees, stumps! and brush 
for one block north. This also was 
yeferred to boardj of works. 

The principal routine work of the 
council being then disposed of his war- 
ship, the mayor, took occasion, to ex- 
press the pleasure of the council on 
seeing so many of the ratepayers pres- 
ent. He ituvited all who had any 
grievance to make to address the coun- 
cil. ez, : 

W. H. Coopen said he had a com; 
plaint to make regarding the arbi- 
trary and unlawful manner in which 
the tow by-law 1s being administered. 
His cow was stolen out of Rowland’s 


pasture by as man’ acting under’ in- 
structions from the town pound keep-: 
cx. In reply the mayor said the act 


complained of was not dane by in- 
structions of the council. The coun- 
cil wou'd see that nothing 
of this lego] mature would be 


done. Coun. Brown had had his cattle 
driven away from: their pasture at 
the same time, but happening’ tlo see 
it, he had taken his!) animals away 
before they reached the pound. 

D. G. Latta asked tha¢ a ditch be 
put in to drain Fourth street, River 
Lot 12. where a large, pond has form- 
ed. He was asked/ to put bis request 
in writing. ; ‘ 

J. R. Brenton adaressed the coun- 
cil at length on the iniquities of the 
town pound by-law, in principle and in 
enforcement. He thought if cows were 
not allowed to run at large that grass 
would grow on the boulevards as high 
as ‘t did in the; mayor’s garden. He 
wantel the town to recagnize a town 
herd. 

Jerry Watson arose to complain’ of 
that constant sore, the watermen’s 
tank’ and its attendant mud hole He 
wanted it put, in‘shape so there would 
be no leakage and put up a strong 
argument in support of his complaint. 
The only hope of ‘redress held out to 
fum was the hope that the tank would 
be abolished soon, with the advent! of 
a proper waterworks system. 

The complaints regarding the pound, 
by-law were referred to Jicense and 
pouce committee. ‘ '

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RUMORS OF KITCHENER’S RE-CALL. 


A miore or less reliable associated 


press despatch has. the following: 

London, July 13.—The Vlakfontein 
incident has come near to spelling 
“Waterloo” for the government. An 
apparently unimportant incident, the 
censorship of one newspaper despatch, 
has had the effect of crystallizing{ all 
the widely differing sorts of public dis- 
satisfaction concerning the cenduct of 
the war in South Africa. This dis- 
satisfaction had long been pent up, 
and now, finds free vent, not, strange- 
ly enough, through the columns of the 
opposition newspapers, but in the goy- 
ernment journals. 

For months past the public belief in 
and admiration of Lord Kitchener had 
been waning; now he is openly and 
severely critcized. A rumor, which 
cannot be substantiated, says that 
ha will shortly be succeeded im the 
command of the Briish forces in South 
Africa, by General Sir Bindon Blood, 
who has been operating in Eastern 
Transvaal. Should this change occur 
it would probably be chiefiy due to the 
Gifferences of opinion existing between 
Lord Milner of Cape Town and Lord 
Kitchener, and it. weuld be announced 
in. the form of a prpmetion, accompani- 
ed by the statement that the opera- 
tions in South Africa no longer jus- 
tified the presence there of an officer 
of the sentority of Lord. Kitchener. 

There is little doubt What Lords Mil- 
ner and Kitchener have had several 
disagreements, and the high comu is- 
signet does pot want to retura to South 
Africa as long as the hard, high-hand- 
ed Gen. Kitchener remains in control 
there. i 

Amid the storm of disapproval re- 
sulling from the Vlakfontein affair 
which the gove™niment supporters are 
pouring out upon the war office on 
account of the suppression of.the.news 
and the vagaries of the censorship, the 
liberal party, “hrough its hopeless dif- 
ilerences of op:nion, is obliged. ta sit! 
supind and see the best opportunity 
probabiy ever offered pass out of its 
hands. 

The extraordinary spectacle has been 
presented of an adyanced radical news- 
paper, the Daily News, patting the 
var office and Lord Kitchener on the 
back tor suppressing the alleged Boer 
outrages to British wounded, while the 
Times and otber government organs 
say the feeling aroused in the general 
public, which has up to this time blind- 
ly and enthustastically supported tho 
g@overnment’s war policy, can scarcely 
be estimated. 

{ficials of the war office ara more 
worried now than at any previous time 
during the war, and they are working 
strenuously to atone for and explain 
the mistake. The incident has awaken- 
ed: in the public niind an, eagerness, 
most unfortunate for the government, 
to know the details of cperationss,and 
an ever increasing dissatisfaction with 
the progress of the British arms in 
South Africa. >

The sources of supply are so various 
that such a thing ap a scarcity suffi- 
sciert to bring about, that highest bliss 
of the wheat grower, dollar wheat, is | 
scarcely probable, but from the pres- 
ent outlook the miqst conservative esti- 
mate would support the view that 
prices; for wheat should be firm. If 
the expectations, therefore, of abund- 
ant crops in Canada at prices are re- 
alized we should have a period of com- 
mercial and financial ease ahead}of us.

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In the capturd of a train near Nyl- 
stroom the majority of the escort, were 
shot.

Fight Boer laagers surrounded and 
captured, including the  following— 
114,000 cattle, 250 wagons, 10,060 dyna- 
mite cartridges, 8,000 rounds of 
small-arms ammunition. Colonel Wil- 
eon states that ir the regiment’s last 
fight the Boers had 67 killed. out ofta 
total force of 100. Kitchener’s scouts 
have also captuved 800 ritles.

TRUSTED IN GOD-AND INTERVENTION. 


The familiar adage “Trust in Goi— 
but keep your powder dry,” which if 
memory serves us mght, was Crom- 
well’s direction to his Ironsides, was 
transposed »y Boers 19 their 
present war with’ England. From the 
captured correspondence of Reitz and 
Steyn it appears that, the burghers 
trusted in God—and intervention, Part 
of the correspondence has already been 
given in the telegrapnic service of 
the Bulletin. The fuli text of Steyn’s 
reply to Reitz, in which the latter 
complained of the fast failing re- 
sources of the “government,” is giv- 
en below: “The letter, was a great 
blow to me. A month ago I discussed 
matters, and your government agreed 
not to aski for an armistice until 
things reached the utmost extremity. 
Shall we obtain, an armistice ? I Uhink 
that nothing has happened to entitle 
us to an armistice to obtain the opin- 
ion of ourf{ nations. It; is true that 
the Boksburg commando lost its laag-

| er, and thatf Viljocrn, was obliged te 


burn his and{ blow up his Long Tom, 
hut in, spite of this we have not tome 
to the last extremity. The Free Sitate 
has been for four months without can- 
nions.

Knowing the leaders of our deputay 
tion, I cannot believe tha/, they would 
sit there without ‘hope of interven- 
tion, knowing how we struggle and 
what we strive for. I know they jlove 
their fatherland sufficiently to frank- 
ly ask the British to end the war.if in 
their opinion interven‘ion is hopeless. 
The fact that? these. men' remarn im 


| Europe convinees me that our cause: is 


not hopeless. When an armistice 
comes I shall ask the opinion of my 
nation. If they refuse to yield their 
determination will be mine: also. I do 
not approve seading a messenger ‘io 
Europe. It shows our hand. . I am 
deeply hurt that you have taken this 
determination without! askingf my ad- 
vice, and that! you have acted so hur- 
riedly. If you have not despatched the 
messenger do not do so until T ¢all my 
advisers. T have sent: for De'Wet. He 
will be here next week. I will then 
send you an opifiion. You say you re 
afraid your officers, will be left! alone 
on commando here. The( officers may 
eurrender, but the burghers remain 
steadfast. I must po'ntj out that! the 
Free State has not only spent! its blond 
and money, but will have lost its free- 
dom trying to help her sister republic, 
and all reliance of one Africander in 
another will be destroyed forever. Tt 
is ridiculous to think that when flood- 
ed with the scum of Europa the Afri- 
cander spirit will remain. If we wish 
to remain a nation nodw is the time 
to struggle.
